For the signers more than 2 500 are 
women while the. names of more than 
1 500 mon have been attached to tho

the suffragists to raise the number of 
women signers to C 000 by the laet day 
of the i>cesetit month and they hope 
to Increase the sigoatuies of men con 
blderabiy 

The greater part of th« first week 
of the campaign was devoted to or 
g&nization meetings and conferences 
at which plans veto made for the cam 
paigu now being waged Labt week 
the seen n rl witnessed the maugura 
tion of street meetings here with ex 
tellei t results Officers of the local 
i suffrage organizations Saturday night 
(expressed themselves as being delight 
j cd with the receptions tendered to 
their speakers and with tho enthusl 
asm which marked the meetings 

Tho present week the third of the 
campaign will he devoted to ward 
canvassing In the various winds of 
the city members of committees will 
visit the homes of the voters and the 
women who are denied the right to 
vote with the request that they sign 
petitions ami align themselves with 
tho workers for the cause 

The campaign will come to a close 
with a big suffrage rally at which 
men and women will be present and 
for which extensive preparations are 
being made at the present time The 
suffragists will make an effort to 
bring to Atlanta an the chief speaker 
on this occasion Senator Helen King 
Robinson of Colorado whose career 
has attracted Fide attention She le 
said to be a splendid speaker and will 
tell the people- of Atlanta of the prog 
r* >43 of suffrage throughout the conn 
try 

Other suffrage speakers will appear 
at the rally and It Is probable that 
among the list of those who will be 
heard on this occasion will be laclud 
ed several Atlanta men and women

Confessed to Murder of S. A. 
Fountain, Wilkinson Coun¬ 
ty Farmer, Before Being 
Hanged by Mob. 


Macon G* February 12—Marvin 
Harris, a negro wta Ivnchcd In Twiggs 
county today according to news re¬ 
ceived hero tonight as a result of bla 
alleged murder of S A Fountain, 
prominent farmer of YYilklnson county 
Fountain was shot yesterdav while 
he was plowing In a fielfl near the 
Wilkinson Twiggs county lino 

The negro Harris then is alleged to 
have walked to the home of the farm 
er and told Mrs Fountain what he,J 
had done According to fhe farmr 
wife the .negro threatened her life If 
she told «.ny one what he had done 
The woman was badly friffh toned 
by the negro and she only told neigh 
hors late In th© evening that her hus 
bond had not returned from the field 
A search, was begun and tho body -was 
found at 10 o clock last night There 
were several bullet wounds in his body 
At the coroner s Inquest this mom 
ing Mrs Fountain told how the negro 
had told her of hie crime and how he 
had threatened her 

A mob of men quickly formed and 
though officers tried to reach the 
negro first the mob leaders won the 
voce and hanged Harris to th© limb of 
a tree Tlie body was riddled with 
bullets the head being literally s-hot 
to pieces with, pistol bullets

Vienna foreign office 

It was pointed uUt today in high offi¬ 
cial quarters that the TTnited States 
would have to reach a decision quickly, 
only seventeen days remaining before 
the effective date of this declaration, 
after which commanders of German 
and Austrian submarines are expected 
to receive orders permitting the tor¬ 
pedoing- without warning of any armed 
ship 

There are strong indications that va¬ 
rious high officials believe the position 
of the central powers to be well found¬ 
ed In view of the changed conditions 
of sea warfare In many quarters It 
also is considered that the Teutonic 
declarations are a development of the 
American memorandum to the entente 
allies suggesting the disarming of mer¬ 
chant ships and indicating that armed 
merchantmen entering American ports 
might toe regarded as warships, sub 
j.„ct to internment 

Allies Make BcprearnlalloR*. 

Representatives of various of the 
entente allies have made oral repre 
eentatJons to Secretary Lansing re¬ 
garding the American memorandum 
Although the state department declined 
to make known the nature or the rep 
resentationa it was tollies ed the sec 
rettery wr* informed th H t a.t least some ' 
of the entente governments were uu 


willing to adopt the suggestion* and 
that strong protests might' fpllow 
should the United States attempt to < 
put into practice the suggestions It has 
tnlde 

The state department has been In¬ 
formed that others of the entente gov¬ 
ernments were viewing the question 
with open minds, but it was stated on 
high diplomatic authority that the en¬ 
tente allies probably would agree upon 
a position in the near future 

The contention made In certain en¬ 
tente diplomatic circle® that fqr the 
United States to change during the 
•war its policy regarding the right of 
merchant ships to arm for defensive 
purposes would be an unneutral act, 
was answered by a high official today 
Hft denied that he thought such a 
change would be incompatible with 
the neutrality of the United States 
and added that should the United 
States take the position that Germany 
and Austria are right ir> their conten¬ 
tions it might be claimed that instead 
of operating against the entente allies 
such a -declaration would In reality 
help them to save the lives of their 
nationals and possibly their ships

The plap of the United states has 
been to secure ffo-m Germany and

Washington, February 12’,—The pro¬ 
posals of the National Guard aeaocla- 
.tion for federalization of the state 
troops were before the military com¬ 
mittee of congress today in the form of 
a <blll drafted by representative* of the 
association at the request of the senate 
committee. The regulations contem¬ 
plated are . given force .by a provision 
limiting participation In the federal 
pay feature to officers, men or organ¬ 
izations complying with certain speci¬ 
fied requirements. 

The scale of annual pay proposed la 
a» follows; Major generals, $800; ftrig : 
a tiler b. $700; colonels, $600; lieutenant 
colonels, $550; majors, $525; captains, 
$600; flr*t lieutenants, $300; second 
lieutenants, $250. Knits ted men would 
he paid on- the basis of SB *>«r cent 
of the pay rates of the regular army, 
a private receiving approximately $46 
a year. 

Maximum Number of Troop*. 

The maximum number of troops pro¬ 
vided for by the bill Is 600 for each 
congressional district, or a total peace 
strength of approximately 200 , 000 . an 
Increase of 70.000 over the present 
Strength of the notional guard. They 
Would form a separate bratrttfi .of the 
regular aripy In time of war when 
called Into' the federal service. The 
act would take effect July I, 191«. 

The bill provides also for organiza¬ 
tion of a Junior guard composed of 
boys between 18 and IB, available for 
active service only after every other 
class of militia had "been called out. 
The Junior* would, be divided into two 
Classen, cadets, or those of fifteen and 
above, and cadets y>f the second class, 
those under fifteen. 

An enlistment contract would be re¬ 
quired under which the soldier would 
bind himself to serve the federal gov¬ 
ernment “within o r without the conti¬ 
nental limit* of the 7Jn*ted gtates" for 
a period of two years, or until dis¬ 
charged* should the guard be called out 
at any time during hla three-year en¬ 
listment period. The enlistment period 
of any soldier whose time was dose to 
expiration when his regiment was 
called out would be extended auto¬ 
matically. 

It le proposed to do away with choice 
of officers by election, and commissions 
would be limited to specified classes 
and granted only after examination* by 
the war deportment. Promotion* dur¬ 
ing active service would be made'by 
the president from the comania*ioned 
force or rank* of the organization, de¬ 
pendent upon the grade <to be fllled- 
Thla clause Is aimed et appointment* 
from civil life.

POISONED SOUP SERVED 
ARCHBISHOP’S GUESTS 


Deliberate Attempt to Murder 
Charged—Employee of the 
Club Suspected. 


Chicago, February 12. — Virulent 
poison was found today by city chem¬ 
ists in samples of the soup served at 
the banquet in honor vt Archbishop 
Mundelein at the University club 
Thursday night. The discovery, cou¬ 
pled wiih the disappearance of a 
kitchen employee of tit* club and the 
finding of similar poison in a private 
laboratory- in his room, together with 
literature classed as anarchistic, led 
tn* police to believe that the Illness 
which overcame more than a hundred 
of the diners was the result of a de¬ 
liberate attempt to poison the guests. 

Several Giles in Affected. 

The nature of the poison discovered 
and fear that perhaps a slow acting 
poison had also been mingled with the 
banquet, viand, prompted the city health 
commissioner. Dr. John D. ilobcrtson, 
to Issue a warning to all who attended 
tlie banquet to place themselves imme¬ 
diately under the care of a physician, 
Several of the distinguished guests 
were so affected that they have not 
yet recovered. Two are atill confined 
to their beds and a number of others 
today said that they still felt the ef¬ 
fects of the poisonous soup. 

A.-‘ohbishop Mun<i;*lein was not af¬ 
fected. He ate very sparingly of I lie 
soup. The absence of Jean drones, as¬ 
sistant chef at‘the club, was noted by 
the manager, II. J. Doherty, and his 
suspicions were aroused. With a po¬ 
liceman he went to Crones’ room and 
there discovered the laboratory and 
found poison flask 1 ?. 

Inveighed Against Society. 

Crones, . according to the club of¬ 
ficials, was employed last September 
and was fond of discussing economic 
quest tuns and was said to have often 
inveighed against the prese i: . rder of 
society with its strata* of rich and 
poor. In the room which he -had oc¬ 
cupied the police say they f*.i»nd many 
Vultimcs by anarchistic authors, ex¬ 
plosives and weapons, in addition to 
the poison vials. Ho was said by the 
police to have com© to Chicago'from 
St. Louis and his description was scut" 
to various cl lies. 

Among the guests at ihe banquet 
who were affected by the poison were 
prelates, judges, banker*, noted physi¬ 
cian.?, representative business men and 
manufacturers prominent lit the affairs 
of city-and nation.

The Gary ijatem was Inaugurated at 
Gary Xnd and Is said to have worked 
a complete revolution In tho public 
school© of that city William Wirt Is 
the author of the new plan It has 
boon approved by the school authori¬ 
ties of New York. 

The Gary Plan. 

As Atlanta has long been seeking 
some plan to take care of all the school 
children with no money to build the 
necessary schools, what Mrs. whlteelde 
has to say about the Gary system will 
doubtless be Interesting to a large 
number of people 

"William Wirt of Gary Ind. who 
Originated the JJary system of voca¬ 


tional teaching applying the depart¬ 
mental plan to the grammar schools of 
the town, la now employed by the 
public school board of New York to In¬ 
augurate the game plan In that city 
for experimental purposes Mrs 
Whiteside stated to The Constitution 
yesterday “The plan as tried so far has 
met with the general approval of the 
board Personally I think It might 
be made applicable to the schools of 
Atlanta* but not below the .plxth grades 
I do not think that such a plan can 
be made beneficial fo fciuplls belOTfr the 
sixth grade The Gary plan which Is 
very similar to the system used In the 
colleges of the country and is based 
entirely on the sjstCm of departmental 
Instruction Is now being tried out 
in two of the schools in New York 
During the rpaat several months there 
has been a general upheaval in the 
public schools of N^w York with much 
apparent dissatisfaction Tjie result of 
this was that it was decided to em¬ 
ploy Mr "Witt. He claims that his 
method will give instruction to twice 
as many pupils o« any other way Un 
dor hl« plan two sets of children are 
taught In every building It supplies 
two BChoola In every building In this 
way greater uae Is obtained from each 
While one set of children Is being 
taught one branch of their work an¬ 
other set oiay be receiving Instruction 
In another entirely different tranrh 
The buildings are provided with locker 
rooms and other things to suit the 
convenience of the pu.plIs The hours 
of the schools have been increased 
from about five and on& half to six 
each'day 

Departmental Work.

The children of several of the city 
schools have heard a most entertaining 
and instructive talk by Councilman 
Claude L. Ashley on the submarine and 
the submarine torpedo. 

Since the councilman has started his 
school lecturing tour all the schools 
have been extending him urgent Invi¬ 
tations to- visit them. 

Mr. Ashley has a complete working 
model of the torpedo now used by the 
German submarines that have been the 
cause of so much, international cor¬ 
respondence between the United States 
and the German empire. In his talk 
he gives a history of the submarine 
and torpedo, and explains their opera¬ 
tion in time of war. 

Torpedo la a Small Boat. 

The -torpedo (s a small boat of Itself, 
with the most complex machinery to 
carry it through the water, to steer It 
In a straight vertical line and to ex¬ 
plode the toad of gun-cotton when It 
strikes a ship. As shown by Mr. Ashley. 
It Is a most wonderful and dangerous 
implement of war. 

By the time the .councilman finishes 
the round of the school a nearly every 
boy and girl In Atlanta will thoroughly 
understand how a suibmarlne and its 
deadly torpedo operate to destroy ves¬ 
sels on the seas. The talk of Mr, Ash¬ 
ley, accompanied by his model. Is be¬ 
coming; a great educational feature of 
i the public schools- 

Mr. Ashdey has furnished The Con¬ 
stitution with the following brief of his 
lecture: 

Synopsis of Mr. Ashley** Talk. 1 

“The whitehead torpedo la usefl. by 
all the navies of the world, and wan 
the Invention of an Austrian engineer 
by the name of Whitehead In IS$7. It 
was first used with success by the Rus¬ 
sians to blow up a Turkish guard ship 
in 1878. It was next used by the 
Chileans to sink the Brazilian warship 
•Aquldaban’ in 1893. 

'•Japan used torpedoes to destroy five 
Chinese warships In her war with 
China. Japan again used thorn to de¬ 
stroy the Russian fleet at Port Arthur 
in her war with Russia. 

“The United States made a very poor 
showing with them in her war with 
Spain. 

“The government Is demonstrating 
that the torpedo is the most effective 
weapon known to man. 

“The Whitehead torpedo is clgar- 
ahaped. 18 to 20 feet long and 18 inches 
in diameter. it la made of steel and 
bronze, and contains five compartments. 
The first, known as the 'war-head,' con¬ 
tains about 200 pounds of gun-cotton, 
in the end of tho war-head Is placed 
the firing pin, known as the ‘war nose.’ 
'The next compartment Is a steel cylin¬ 
der. known as the 'air flask.’ Tlita 
flask Is charged with 2.000 pounds of 
air pressure to he used In working- the 
engines for Impelling the torpedo 
through the water. The other oompart- 
■raentB contain^ the engineer, the pro¬ 
peller gearing and the steering de¬ 
vices. 

Hovr Torpedo Operates. 

"The submarine sinks under the wa¬ 
ter <by filling comuartments with sea

water. A man on watch looks into a 
mirror In wftiich is reflected, through a 
periscope sticking out of the water, 
the passing ships. He knows the kind 
of ship it Is, how fast It Is going and 
when and how to flro the torpedo. 

“The torpedo Is expelled from the 
submarine through a tube with a door 
that automatically opens and closes to 
keep out the water. The torpedo runs 
with an engine moved by thfe com¬ 
pressed air and goes from 18 to 2 B 
inilee an hour. It la kept from rising 
or sinking by a valve, which, causes 
the compressed air to keep a rudder 
straight. it Is made to move in a 
straight line by another rudder that Is 
controlled by a gyroscope, which moves 
the rudder when the torpedo tries to 
deviate from Its course.” 

All of this Is made perfectly plain 
when Mr. Ashley exhibits his model. 

There are many other interesting 
things about the torpedo which, cannot 
be explained unless they are shown 
with, the model.

Contempt Charges Again?! 
Murray County . Commis¬ 
sioners Will Be Given Hear¬ 
ing Monday Morning. 


Chats worth, Ga., February 12.—•(Spe¬ 
cial.)—Much speculation Is being- in¬ 
dulged. In as to what disposition will 
be made of the famous contempt case 
pending- against County Commissioners 
D. R. Dunn, T. M. Hemphill and J. A. 
McGhee and Attorney Jesse M. Sellers 
when Murray superior court convenes 
here Monday morning. 

This case has been set for 8 o’clock 
and will In all probability be disposed 
of before the usual opening; hour of 
court, which. Is 10 o’clock. 

Although the commissioners and 
their attorney were released from the 
original contempt charge, after being 
cogfined, in the Murray county Jail for 
thfrty days, when the supreme court 
reversed Jud«© A. W. Fite’s ruling 
that the commissioners were in con¬ 
tempt of court In •levying and advertis¬ 
ing the levy of a special tax to -build 
a courthouse at Chatsworth. Judge Fite 
ordered an amendment filed citing the 
comm I s si oners to show cause next 
Monday why they should not again 
fee adjudged in contempt of court un¬ 
der the allegations of the original and 
amended. petitions. This order was 
granted after the supremo court had 
reversed Judge Fite's ruling on the 
original petition. 

The supremo court. In reviewing the 
case on the original p© ML ion. held that 
the commissioners, in levying and ad¬ 
vertising the levy, did not violate an. 
order of court granted the. same day, 
restraining such levy and advertise¬ 
ment, when they acted without the 
knowledge the granting of such 

restraining order. Th« only evidence 
Introduced on the trial of the case 
was that the comm lasloners did not 
Jtnaw that the order had been granted. 

The amendment by which Judge Fite 
has- again brought this case before 
him alleges that tho commissioners, 
anticipating that the restraining order 
would be granted, hastily assembled 
• themselves and made the levy, holding 
forth till a late hour at night; that 
they acted with the Knowledge that 
the restraining order had been grant¬ 
ed; that one of the commissioners was 
not present, but ratified bhe a<»t of th© 
other two the following morning, and 
that the advertisement of the levy ™ 
not made untit full knowledge of the 
restraining order had been received. 

. While the case is attracting much 
interest, it is not generally believed 
that Judge Fite will, in view of the 
unmistakable language of the supreme 
court m reversing his former deci¬ 
sion, again adjudge the commissioners 
in contempt.

Clergymen of Savannah 


"It appearing that efforts are being 


made to discredit the present admin 
istratloo of fiavannah by the dissem¬ 
ination of reports reflecting directly or 
by Innuendo cm its gpod faith and trust¬ 
worthiness as regards the announced 
determination to rigidly and persist¬ 
ently enforce the new anti-liquor laws 
of the state enacted at the late special 
session of the General Assembly, and 
knowing that there is no real ba»is 
for such attacks, and feeling that all 
legislators and the public at large 
should be properly informed aa to the 
facts, facts well known to all Intelli¬ 
gent citizens and Incapable of suc¬ 
cessful contradiction, we beg to re¬ 
spectfully present them for your care¬ 
ful consideration and guidance as fol¬ 
io xVs: 

"Since- the inauguration of the ex¬ 
isting near beer license in 1908 which 
gave a cover under which the sale of 
Intoxicants might be conducted, there 
has been a continued and widespread 
ripen violation, of tho law in Savannah, 
aa we understand has been true ln 
other cities, qb regards th© sale of 
strong drinkB. The city has issued, 
together with thc county and state, 
licenses for the sale of near beer, a 
non-existing article, under tbe K’Jiae 
of which, a regular liquor business has 
been carried on fo* eight years. As 
an alderman, the present Mayor of 
Savannah, Hon. Wallace J. Pierpont. 
sought to mitigate the evils of the sys¬ 
tem, being powerless to prevent their 
continuance,* He and four <rfher al¬ 
dermen. a minority ot the hoard, 
stood for an increase in the license 
from $300 to $1,000 and for limiting the 
number of licenses, hoping Ln this 
way to materially lessen the evils of 
barrooms. Defeated In this, ho and 
those associated with him, sought tv 
raise the license to $50'), but onsuc- 
cessfully. He and they also sought, 
and with success, to drive the bar¬ 
rooms out of a large residence section 
of the city, and even if the state had 
not passed tho n-%w laws they would 
have continued their battle to draw 
In the lines by restrlctto-i in every di¬ 
rection, making the best fight they 
could d© a minority under the old 
laws and the conditions surrounding 
them. 

"Mr. Pierpont was elected Mayor 
In October, 3915. 30 he has been at 
the head of the city government less 
than four months. His announcement 
that he would enrolce the new law, 
without fear or favor as long as he is 
Mayor has already led to th© closing 
of 61 ) barrooms, the proprietors going 
out of business rather than con¬ 
tinue with an assurance thut 1 hey could 
not sell *iZ(ir nett April. Tho other j 
bars were allowed to continue until, 
April 29, 1916, the conclusion being I 
reached by the City Council that inas- I 
much as they had been allowed to op¬ 
erate for eight years heretofore, they 
should be allowed the time Hxnit given 
them by the new state law In which to 
close out their businesses and seek 
other line« o-* activity in this action 
the eentlmcnt of Snvannahians opposed 
to tho liquor business and in favor of 
Law enforcement agreed, we believe 
practically unanimously and heartily, 
ft being felt That the .:ity government 
was pursuing what was probably the 


best policy under th« conditions that ex¬ 


isted here. 

"The clean cut announcement of 
Mayor Pierponi’s intention to enforce 
the new laws honestly and Impartially 
has cleart.l tue atmosphere, encour¬ 
aged a latent r>jt evtensive sentiment 
In favor of Jaiv enforcement 1.0 arsert 
itself, and the host elements of the 
community are rallying to hla support. 

"The efforts that are being made 
to array legislators and others against 
Mayor Pierpont and the Board of Al¬ 
dermen on the ground that liquors? 
are now being sold in Savannah is “ 
merely a subterfuge of those who are 
well known to have continuomsly op¬ 
posed all stringent anti-liquor laws 
and Impartial law enforcement in the 
past, and arc unworthy of your con¬ 
sideration. The good citizens of Sa¬ 
vannah, its responsible business men, 
and those who are determined that 
the new laws shall be respected and 
obeyed hore. have entire confidence 
In Mayor Pierpont and condemn the 
circulation of such reports and the 
purposes which inspire them. 

"The fact to be remembered now la, 
not that condition* that existed for 
eight years prior to Mr. Fferpont'a 
elevation to the mayoralty of Savan¬ 
nah are still in force, though we be¬ 
lieve that they have already been very - 
much modi fled through^hia efforts, but 
that he declares his intention to fear¬ 
lessly execute th© new laws that be¬ 
come effective next April, and that his 
declaration of purpose Is taJken awri- 
ously byhJhose In the liquor buatnooa 
and those out of It In favor of ita con¬ 
tinuance as Is already seen by the ac¬ 
tions of both. 

■'Because of his stand we oonfldent- 
ly look forward to far different condi¬ 
tions in this respect from thooe that 
have prevailed in our city In recant 
years, and hope through them to see 
the stigma under which Savannah, has 
labored be speedily removed. 

"To this end we shall work and Pray, 
and earnestly ask of you your hearty 
support in our fight for righteous gov¬ 
ernment in our city.”

That application was based on 
the fact that no Interest had been paid 
on those bonds sale the October, 1914 , 
coupon wag passed. Ordinarily, no one 
would be surprised at the action thus 
taken by the holders of those bonds.

Some contracts 
for 1917 deliveries are reported from 
lime to time. Supplies are short 
throughout Europe, and ao a new buy¬ 
ing movement for export would be on 
at this time if copp..] were available 
for delivery. It la reported that Cop¬ 
per is selling at S0 cents a pound In 
Germany. Small -supplies have been 
sold, according to report, by neutral 
countries of north Europe to Germany 
at such prices.

CHAPTER XVI.

Dr. J. Reynolds Green, Cambridge, has 
demonstrated that even In the Ufa of tt® 
plant the minerals play many parts and or* 
necessary for the assimilation of the food of 
protoplasm. Protoplasm lx the soul and 
essence, the vital, growth-controlling, llfo- 
maintalning material of the vegetable and 
animal cell. 

Pfeffer performed a number of experi¬ 
ments in order to show the importance of 
mineral salts to 

- the growth of 

plants, which, un¬ 
like the animal, 
possess tbe po war 
to utilize mineral 
food as It exists 
In the ground. 

He made a solu¬ 
tion of water, cal¬ 
cium nitrate, po¬ 
tassium nitrate, 
magnesium sul¬ 
phate, and potas¬ 
sium chloride.' 
Then he puL buck¬ 
wheat to grow in 
thin solution. He 
also made other 
solutions, In which 
he omitted • from 
Alfred W. McCann, tiie mixture one 
or more of tbe 
mlnerala of the n#rmHl solution in order to 
determine what effect such omission would, 
have upon the development of the plant. . 

Through these experiments he proved that 
the plant, deprived of any of the minerals 
mentioned, j 8 affected at once injuriously. 

He proved, for instance, that in tho ab¬ 
sence of iron the development of chlorophyl 
did not take place. Chlorophyl is tbe green 
coloring matter of the plant and corresponds 
with hemoglobin, which is the red coloring 
- matter of the blood- Without chlorophyl and 
hemoglobin there could be no vegetable or 
animal ILfa. 

He proved conclusively that In the ab¬ 
sence of iron faulty nutrition is at once 
set up. 

In the five jars illustrated here it can be 
easily seen just how the growth of che plant 
was affected by depriving them of the food 
minerals mentioned. 

These food minerals of plants con be di- 
vjded Into four groups, each of which servos 
a different purpose. 

In th© first group are found sulphur and 
phosphorus. All analyses of proteins, the 
fiber of moat, the albumen of egg, the gluten 
of wheat, the casein* of mJlk, allow that sul- 
phqr is an essential constituent of them. As 
proteins are-immediately utilized in the con¬ 
struction of protoplasm, it can bo seen that 
sulphur is contained In every living eub- 
siance. 

Phosphorus i* found to be directly asso¬ 
ciated with the nucleus and Is always 
present. 

The second group qompriees potassium, 
magnesium, calcium, and tron, ail of which 
have been conclusively demonstrated to be 
essential to the development of the plant. 

* The third group consists of sodium, silicon, 
manganese, chlorine and iodine. 

In the fourth group: is found fluorine. 

In plant life it has been shown that po¬ 
tassium is connnected with the construction 
of carbohydrates (sugars and starches), but 
In Just What way is not clearly known. It 
occurs most frequently in the organs in 
which the formation and storage of sugars 
and starches are most actively carried on. 
such aa in the leaves and tubers. 

It h&e been show-n that magnesium has a 
distribution much like that of potassium and 
that calcium is essential to the health or all 
green plants. One of Its functions which has 
been clearly established is that it ., 1 s active 
In neutralizing oxalic acid, a poison elabo¬ 
rated In the nutritional processes of vege¬ 
table®, and therefore finding its wav into 
animal life. 

Jf we compare tbe Influence of potassium, 
sodium and calcium on the development and 
growth of plants we find that the presence of 
potassium leads to a development of stems, 
flowers and fruits, or to what may be re¬ 
garded as the maturing of the plant, while. In 
.he absence or sufficient potassium and in ■ 
the presence of calcium and sodium the 
growth of the leaves is more directly flavor¬ 
ed, but the crop remains backward and im¬ 
mature. fruit does not develop. 

It has also been established that the 
nitrogen so essential to tbe life of animal and 
plant is combined with the food minerals of 
lhe soil in the form of nitric acid. The min¬ 
erals are thus taken up, not only for their 
own sake in tho performing of other func¬ 
tions in life's proreasee, but also for the sake 
of the nitrogen which they must carry to the 
plant. In other word*, they axe nitrogen 
carriers as well as oxygen and carbon car¬ 
riers. 

Oats mature Ie»« fully and completely in 
the absence of silica, thus establishing evi¬ 
dence of its acid In the metabolism of that 
plant. 

Until quite recently little wa« known of 
manganese as a constituent of many plants, 
but it has now been determined that it ex¬ 
erts a powerful Influence on various oxida¬ 
tive processes which are carried out by a 
somewhat widely spread enzyme known as 
lactase. 

A curious feature or these fact* stande 
forth when we consider that many of the 
food minerals, even In moderately dilute »o- 
lutions, are extremely poisonous, yet when 
nature finishes her mysterious work of manip¬ 
ulating and combining them they are not only 
not Doisonoua, but actually benevolent in 
their effect upon plant and ortmaL. 

Potassium Is, in Its pure state, a deadly 
poison, yet in the abaettco of sufficient potas¬ 
sium. as we have seen, the degree of develop¬ 
ment of the plant la limited by such defi¬ 
ciency. 

Whpn the effects of such deficiency are so 
well marked, even in tbe case of the plant, 
la man not reckless In the extreme when he 
permits the food of hla cbildren, through en¬ 
tirely unnecessary and useless processes, to 
be deprived not only of their potassium salts, 
but also of every on<> of the other minerals 
which we are beginning to sec in their true 
significance. 7 

What effect upon the vigor cf American 
childhood, considered apart from the deaths 
every year of nearly 4011,000 children under 
ten years of age, is exerted by the removal 
of these food minerals from our national 
diet7 We ahull se«.

| HIS is leap year, tomorrow is St. Valentine’s day~- 
and we are living in a "Feminist’' era. Figure 
the combination of circumstances and judge fpr 
yourself what the consequences may be. Before 
Feminism came to be the significant force It U 
credited with being today, leap year was a whim¬ 
sicality. There were traditions, Btrange stories handed down 
to the credulous, of actual cases where women proposed mar¬ 
riage under the privileges aasumed to belong to the leap 
year calendar. And the joke was always good. Il helped 
social merriment. Tt excused merry jests. It gave point tc 
certain harmless escapades of parlor and summer reuort. 

Then, along with so many other changes, in dress. In 
manners, in customs as well as costumes, came changes In 
the mating formulas It became apparent that women occa¬ 
sionally did propose, without waiting for leap year. And 
Feminism, that spectre dreaded of timid men, began to flour¬ 
ish amazingly, and to recognize woman's rights to take 
initiative In business, in society, in personal relations. We- 
Won’L-Get-Married Clubs os well as We-VV ill-Get-Married Clubs 
began to spring up, often as a joke, but often, too, quite plainly 
Indicating a rebellious disposition. Here is the Debutante's 
Club, organized by twenty young women In Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and pledging each member to ask a man to marry her before 
the year is out. Miss A dele Huhn was elected president. Miss 
Mabel McKeever was elected vice-president and Miss Mae 
Morse secretary. The club Insists that it la not acting jocu¬ 
larly, but has the serious purpose of defying a tradition that 
has hampered women from the beginning of time. 

What effect will such movements, such attitudes of mind, 
have on the venerable traditions of Sjfc- Valentine? Shall she 
send the tender symbolism to him? Is Cupid’s whole game tu 
he revised?

I hat* hfc«l mo many In¬ 
quiries from xnothsrs who ox* mSxm Id 
bacmw their children show loss of 
appetite that they Are ndt well, that 
I am sure it will be a sotaroe of com¬ 
fort to mow that most mothers bars 
the same experience. 

Very often loss of appetite is due 
to over-feeding;' cm over-anxious 
mother who watches the scales too 
closely and thinks her ofcqa Is not 
growing *■ rapidly as It Should makes 
the mistake of divine more or 
stronger food than should be given; 
all food taken In excess to what a 
child can digest becomes a burden, 
and, as a result, a disordered condi¬ 
tion In the stomach follows. The re¬ 
sult of a long period of over-feeding 
usually la loss of appetite; 

If a child seems wail In all re¬ 
spects. and the only alarming symp- 
tlm Is loss of appetite. It rain usually 
be remedied by giving food at reg¬ 
ular hours, the intervals being longer 
than before, and the food should be 
weakened for infants and smaller 
quantities given to older children. 
Never should a child be coaxed or 
bribed to eat, ftry often more harm 
than good Is done by this. 

Bad Feeding Is Cense. 

Indigestion Is the result of bad 
methods of feeding, limpid eating; 
.too much of one kind of food; In¬ 
sufficient mastication, eating between 
msais and overtndulgence In sw ee ts, 
arw the m a in pauses for loss of ap¬ 
petite. ^ 

Bad'habits of eating are very easily 
aoquired by a child and very hard to 
correct; many people have the wrong 
in. what constitutes ^he proper 
care of a child. They are either <rrer- 
indalgent or too strict. 

Many people give their children im¬ 


proper food, "because they want tt,” 
and they fsel it Is wrong to deny their 
Child anyth tug It wants, irrespective 
of the Offsets upon its health, dribs 
effect upon the remainder of the 
household. The other extremist is the 
overwatched and the mis l» too 
strictly adhered to. 

The baby is gfc v ec to within a drop 
the food prescribed, It Is watchedutnd 
pampered to the extant that It has 
been unable to develop any powers of 
resistance. 


Regular Home Beit 


A large part of a child's education 
is learning to eat proper things In a 
proper way. If great care is- given In 
the beginning and gqod habits are 
formed, & great many hours of <Us- 
oomfort wilt be prevented, both to the 
parents and the child. i 

There are a few rules which may 
be followed with very good results* 

1- Food at regular hcrar*. 

2. Children should not be forced to 
eat even at meal time. A child may 
go from Its breakfast until its eve¬ 
ning meal without food and no had 
results follows. 

8. If, however, a child continued to 
refuse its food altogether, the food 
should be examined to nee if It hn.v 
been properly prepared. There may 
he other causes, such as the throat 
or mouth being In bad condition. 

4. All meats should he well cut, all 
vegetables mashed and cereals cooked 
well and slowly unto after the sev¬ 
enth year. All children masticate 
their food very poorly, bo the child 
must be taught to chew its food well. 

5. Plenty of time should be taken 
with the meal. Rapid eating often 
results In Indige stion . 

fl. Sweets, pastries or highly sea¬ 
soned foods should never, b* given to 
tempt a child to e&t

' THE INCUBUS 
OF SLAVERY, 

T HE system of slavery necessarily 
deprived the south of a. body of 
sma.ll, yeomen farmers; but small 
farms abounded, nevertheless. 

A great majority of the southern 
farmers owned no slaves at alL If 
' they could^ not afford to hire negroes 
from somfl neighboring planter who 
had hands to spare, they worked, their 
j,. fields themselves, like farmers every- 
where- If they could afford to hire 
« negro or two, they worked vrith 
them, side by ^Jde^ in the fields. \ 
r £ It wa« the accusation of moral guilt 
% t in the matter of slavery that stung the 
W southern tnen most Intolerably. 

They knew with what motives and 
principles they administered it, and felt 
y % to the quick the deep injustice of ina- 
-T puting to them pleasure or passion or 
brutal pride of mastery in maintain-' 
w ing th«ir hold upon the slaves. 

IsV Many a thoughtful man amongst 
.them saw with keen disquietude how 
like an inoubus slavery lay upon the 
aouth; how it demoralized masters who 
■were weak, burdened ‘masters who were 
-strong, and brought upon all alike, 
enormous, hopeless economic loss. 

Although the productive labor of the' 
south was almost exclusively agricul¬ 
tural, more rich land lay waste and 
until led there than in any other ' re~ 

. gion of the country held in use and 
occupation- The indolent slaves ■ did 
i* not work as free laborers would have 
? worked, and could not be made to. ' 
i*~ Intensive methods of fanning were 
$ out of the question. Land had first to 
be used, without artificial renewal, and 
£ LHen allowed long to lie fallow and 
Sv get its recuperation by- the slow pro- 
§. cesses of nature! -

“On principle, in habit, and even on 
grounds of self-interest, ’ tl^c greater 
part of the slave owners were humane 
In the treatment of their slaves—-kind, 
indulgent, not over exacting, and sin 
cerely interested In the physlfcnl wel 
fare of theft- dependents.” said an eml 
.nent northern man of letters, speaking 
of what he saw in 1844. 

Domestic slaves were treated with 
affection and indulgence, cared for by 
the mistress of *be household. 

The life of a southern planter’s wife 
was .a life of executive labor, devoted 
ohiefly to the care and training of her 
slaves. 

Social privilege and the proud esprit 
or their class bred in southern masters 
a sense of the obligations of station; 
and t^e spirit of the better men rul 
the conduct of the less noble. 

The demoralizing influences of th 
system were checked a* much as it was 
in human nature to check them. 

Southern gentlemen despised a slave 
trader as heartily as any northern man 
did, necessary though his occupation 
seemed to be; sold and bought slaves 
by private arrangement when they 
could; and sought in every way to keep 
the worst features of the ^system at a 
minimum 

AT THE BREAKING 
POINT 

T HE very fact. 

, sciousneSs that they' exercised a 
good conscience in these mat 
ters, made the southerners the more 
keenly sensitive to the bitter attacks 
made upon them at the north, and the 
more determined now to assert them¬ 
selves. though it wore by revolution, 
wfhen they saw a party whose chief 
tenet seemed fp be the iniquity of the 
south, about to- take possession of the 
federal government. 

They had, the inevitable haughty 
pride of thq privileged class. 

Probably not more than one white 
man out of every five in the south was 
a slaveholder; not more than half had 
even the qsfc or direction of slaves. 

Hundreds of the merchants,, lawyers, 
physicians, ministers who were the 
natural ruling spirits of the towniS 
owned none. * . * 

But the men who were slave owners 
were the masters of politics and of 30 - 
I Ciety. Their sensibilities were for all 
; practical purposes tjie sensibilities, of 
the south; antj for clnec upon forty 
years now it had seetned- as if at every' 
turn of the countryo-hlatory those -sch 
sibilftlea must be put upon the-rack, 
f The Missouri compromise of 1820‘*had 
treated the institution of slavery wh^ch 
I they maintained as an Infection to be 
I shut nut by a line as if of Quarantine.

unlpn party. 

In other parts of the south aa well 
votes by the tena of thousands had been, 
cast for the candidate* of that party, 
by men who loved th* union, dreaded 
revolution, prayed for peace and sought 
this means qf escape from the fatal 

antagonisms Of the regular parties. 

{Northern voters, too, had been un¬ 
easy: but tJbe air of opinion about them 
had not been charged as the southern 
air was with the keen force* of pas-, 
sion put to its final test. *&■ 

There was not among them the uni¬ 
versal ffeeling which ptlrred in the 
south, that politics had come at last to 
a breaking strain: 1 

South Carolina, alone among the 
states, still chose her presidential eleo 
tors through her legislature.

Pont family. But have these million* 
brought happiness and contentment? The 
answer lies in the suit and numerous in¬ 
terventions filed to get possession of the 
$14,000,000 worth of stock sold last spring 
by Genera] T. Coleman dti Pont, retiring 
president of the company. It will be re¬ 
membered that General du Pont withdrew 
from the powder corporation to assume 
control of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society. He sold bis powder holdings for 
some $14,000,000 to members of hla family, 
who organized themselves Into the du 
Pont Securities Company. That stock is 
now worth nearly $70,000,000, thank3 to 
the unparalleled flight financially heaven 
ward of the "war brides," of which the du 
Font company stock was one of the 
flightiest" 

It is true that the many descendants of 
the original Pierre Samuel du Pont da 
Nemours, French economist, chemist and 
revolutionist, have never been without 
their family rows. But now the entire 
family is divided Into two hostile camps, 
as seems only fitting for manufacturers of 
war munitions. The breath of scandal has 
breathed heavily and venomously on the 
du Pont family. There have been elope¬ 
ments, divorces and suicides, estrange¬ 
ments and court rows, bat never before 
have millions on millions been lined up 
against hundreds of millions. 

When General T. Coleman du Pont with¬ 
drew to take charge of the Equitable laBt 
spring, he bought out the Morgan Inter¬ 
ests. More than $4,000,000 was involved In 
the transfer of stock. Just how much la a 
Wall street mystery. But he sold his stock 
in the powder works for a few trifling hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars over $ 14,000,4)00. 
Of the purchase price, more than half was 
supplied by the Morgan Interests. The 
rest was paid for by the personal notes of 
the purchasing members of the duPont 
family and by notes secured by stock. 
Then the “war brides” began- to soar. 
Wall street, reopened and now fully awake, 
realized that the war was a matter of 
years, not months, and that America bad 
been converted Into a vast monltlonii plant 
for the allies. Du Pont powder stock 
doubled, trebled, quadrupled In value. The 
fortunate members of the syndicate who 
had bought out the general's holdings were 
some $50,000,000 ahead. 

"Let's get In on this,” cried other mem¬ 
bers of the family,, and forthwith "Philip 
da Pont filed suit against the du Pont Se¬ 
curities Company to set aside'the-sale-of 


defendants, the holding company, the HL L 
du Pont de Nemours Company 
Delaware corporation, and the 0- I_ 
du Pont de Nemours Powder Com 


New Jersey corporation. 
Then things happened fast and 
thick; in a few days a chasm had been 
driven Into the old and aristocratic du 
Pont family that perhaps all the years to 
come will never solidify. 

Pont, president of the company since the 
retirement of General T. Coleman du Pont 


and formerly treasurer, was the principal 


target aimed at In the suit, with him In 


the Securities company \vere Irene© du 


Pout, Laromot du Pont, Alerte Felii du

Then other members of the family joined 
with the insurgent Philip until six of the 
most Influential not Inclqded In the Se¬ 
curities company deal - were lined up 
against Pierre. Mrs. Robeson Perot and 


her brother, E. Paul du Pont, filed suits to 
intervene, although they are brother and 
sister of A. Felix du Pont; one of the de¬ 
fendants. And thus the faihily row grew 
and spread. Alfred I. du Pont, vice presi¬ 
dent and general manager, legally called 
for cards by intervening. He only owns 
75,634 shares of stock, and when It is re- 
.jzembered these shares are valued up ui 
the hundreds of dollars apiece, It la seen 
Alfred can hardly be considered a poor 
relative. But Alfred was promptly chas¬ 
tised for hia attitude. A special meeting 
of the directors removed him as vice presi¬ 
dent, showing that the entrance into the 
fight of this immensely wealthy and influ¬ 
ential member of the family only, added 
fuel to the flames of discord.. Others, ‘ but 
less important members of the family, one 
by one added their Interventionat. to the 
# legal tangle. Frauds I. do Pout, Dela- 
ware’s pioneer single tax advocate, finally 
got into line. 

So now Delaware and New'Jersey, the 
homes of the principal aetJvittefl of the dn 
Pont family, are each split up financially 
and socially, for, besides wielding mone¬ 
tary influence second only to one family, 
in the world, the du Fonts are’ recognized — 
as the premier social arbiters of these two - 
small but important states. As an indica¬

‘The duPont 
family, for a hundred years, has been one 
of the foremost In the country. 

The various companies are now capital¬ 
ized at $240,000,000. Plants and factories 
are maintained In twenty-two states, and 
the holdings are spread over th*< world, the 
nitrate fields In Chile, rich beyond the 
, dreams of a Cortes or a Hernendez, being 
but one of the foreign acquisitions. 

The collective Wealth' of 1 the du Pouts 
and their connections through marriage 
cannot be estimated. Only, the Roths¬ 
childs can exceed It 

But for a hundred yeaiji this rich and 
powerful family has been involved In 
trouble and scandal, which : has slowly 
brewed until a quarter of ~a century ago it 
broke Into a series of mfs-happeuinge that 
has shaken the, social foundations of this 
country's monied and.famUled aristocracy. 
Here are a few of the painful and tragic.

About the same time William da Font, 
an official of the powder and a 

brother of Senator du Pont, went to North 
Dakota and procured a divorce from hla 
wife, who was-the daughter of Victor da 
Pont now the wife of Willard S&uls- 
bury. the Democratic leader of Delaware 
and a prominent attorney, in order tomato 
ry a Mra. Zfnn, of Wilmington, who waa a 
stranger to the or elusive Bet of that city. 

In l806 Alfred A dn Pont went to Dakota 
and procured a divorce from hla wife, Mrs. 
Bessie ' Gardner du Pont 

The same year Mrs. G. A. Maddox, the 
wife of Alfred I. dn Pout's private secre¬ 
tary, the daughter of Federal Judge Ed- 
ward G. Bradford of Delaware, and on her 
mother's side of du Pont blood, procured 
a divorce from her husband In Cumberland 
county. Fa. 

On October. 15, 1*07, da Pont and Mra. 
Maddox were married at the Plaza hotel. 
New York city. 

In November of the same year Madeline 
duPont, daughter of Alfred I. duPont, 
eloped from the home of her father, after 
a quarrel with her mother; with John Ban¬ 
croft., Jr., eonoftbo millionaire treasurer 
of the Joseph Bancroft * Sons Company, 
ma nufa ct u r e rs, of Wilmington:

Pont, and Mrs. E. J. Bush, one of the so¬ 
ciety matrons of Wilmington. The suit, 
which wag later dropped, was brought 
because Mrs. du Font No. 2 was talked 
about and denied invitation to the Wlh- 
mington assembly dances. 

In. June, 1911, Henry Bancroft, Jr* 
brought’action for divorce against his wife, 
Madeline Bancroft du Pont, alleging adul¬ 
tery and naming her son of a few month*, 
whom he referred to In his bill as Mhx 
Helbler, Jr., as a co-d^fendant 

Th© same month James Gardner, * 
brother of the first wife of the powder 
company’s millionaire vice president, 
committed suicide in Michigan by shoot¬ 
ing himself in the head. 

One month Inter Mrs. Bancroft brought 
a counter suit for divorce Against her hue- 
band, naming .two women of Munich, Ger¬ 
many, as co-respondents, and_ at the sain* 
time denying the allegations of his bill. 

. And on top of all this the squabble for a 
paltry $60,000,000 or $70,000,000 worth of 
“war. brides”! Is it any wonder social 
Delaware and social New Jertsey are In 
turmoil? Is it any wonder, the minor 
vicissitudes of powder making, such as th* 
explosion of the Upper Hagley yard, with 
-the atomizing of some Iwozcore workmen.
